CANADA TO HAVE AN 
AGRICULTURAL HALL OF FAME 


Stitution came into being recently. 
For several months a small commit-

Timely Tips 

Be careful when picking the fields 
to spread with manure, advices C. H. 
Kingsbury, Field Crops Branch, Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture. He 
Says manure will do its best job on 
fields you intend to plant to corn and 
on old sod that will be plowed down, 
in 1961 or 1962. This is especially im- 
portant if your spreader applies 10 to 
12 tons of manure per acre — a rate 
so high it might smother new seed- 
lings or winter wheat. Older forages 
can better stand rates greater than 
6 tons per acre. 


Feeding corn to cattle this Winter? 
O.A.C. Animal Husbandry professor, 
Tom Burgess, Says cattle on full-feed 
will eat from 134 to 2 pounds of corn 
per 100 pounds of live weight per day. 
Feed 1 pound of hay or 3 pounds of 
silage per hundred pounds with a full 
feed of corn. Depending on your hay 
or silage, feed 1 to 2 pounds of high- 
protein supplement to all animals.

BUTTER SURPLUS 
‘PROBLEM DISCUSSED 


An agricultural economist recently 
‘suggested that Canada's current but- 
‘ter problem might be solved by the 
payment of a consumer subsidy of 10 
scents per pound, : 

The proposal was made by Veronica 
McCormick, economist for the Dairy 
‘Farmers of Canada. 

Miss McCormick said the subsidy 
‘would maintain the present prices re- 
sceived by producers but would lower 


over the corresponding period of 1959, 
she reported. 

She said that decreased consump- 
tion of butter in Canada has resulted 
in the loss of a market for 57 million 
pounds in the last four years.
